Housewarmings are as old as Ken- 
tucky. When Daniel Boone built tbs 
first log cabin of the Commonwealth 
that has passed its 115th anniversary, ' 
he brought other Virginians to christen 
it with the warmth of a hospitality 
that was destined to 'become proverbial i 
and whose fame was to know no 
bounds. That was a meager house- 
warming. The State Board of Agricul- 
ture invites all citizens of Kentucky 
and adjoining states and everyone else 
who is interested to a housewarming 
of the new home of the Kentucky State 
Fair in Louisville, September 16 to 21. 
Where Boone invited a few friends to 
a small hut made of beeches, the Board 
of Agriculture extends an invitation 
to a score of buildings, into many 
rooms of which the Boone log hut 
would set snugly, aud to grounds hav- 
ing an expanse running beyond 125 
acres. 

When the General Assembly created 
the State Fair and lodged its future 
with the State Board of Agriculture, it 
gave to that Board authority to pur- 
chase grounds and buildings. Louis- 
ville and Jefferson county appropriated 
and subscribed through its citizens, 
$165,000. After months of endeavor 
the Board closed negotiations with the 
Douglas Park Jockey Club for a racing 
plant that had just been completed, 
taking over 129 acres of ground and 
improvements in buildings, macadam 
roads, track, drainage, fencing, etc., 
jyorth more than $200,000, and which 
are both new and modern. 

The grounds and buildings were val- 
ued at $200,000, but the Board of Agri- 
culture secured them for $275,000, pav- 
ing $165,000 down and going in debt 
for the remaining $110,000. It will, of 
course, be necessary in the future to 
erect additional buildings for exhibi- 
tion purposes, an amphitheater, etc., 
but at the present time the wants of 
the State Fair are fully met In wha* 
It has. The all-steel and concrete grand 
stand is one of the best ever construct- 
ed in this country, while the stables, 
both for the purpose of exhibition and 
for stalls, are most excellently erected. 
In the mile track, the State Fair has 
what is acknowledged to be the fastest 
exhibition track in this country. Hav- 
ing been used many years ago for trot- 
ting meetings, large trees are to be 
found here and there on the grounds, 
while grass grows luxuriantly through- 
out. • 

The transportation facilities, both 
steam and electric, are adequate aud 
very desirable. The grounds are lo- 
cated on the main line of the Louis 
ville & Nashville Itallroud, which has 
a switch running the full length of 
one side, giving to exhibitors, whether 
of live stock, agricultural implements, 
or the products of the farm, everythin" 
desired in this direeticn, and such con- 
ditions means great advantage to the 
exhibitor. 

To take care of the immense crow Is 
expected to attend the Fair, the street 
railway company operates a fast line 
over double tracks direct to the en- 
trance, and has a loop on which to 
store 100 cars at a time. Only t vc.itv- 
five minutes are consumed In the tri r» 
from the heart of the tr t ■. i 
trance. Situ- ied on a well-kept bou'e- 
vard that Intersects the Grand Boule- 
vard of Louisville, the grounds art- 
most accessible to carriages and auto- 
mobiles. 

The €tnte Board of Agriculture has 
been congratulated upon the wisdom it 
lisplayed in buying these grounds and 
buildings. If an unimproved tract had 
been purchased, it would have been im- 
possible to complete buildings in time 
lo bold either this year's or the 19AS 
Fair on It. This would have necessi- 
tated the renting either of the place 
that has been bought, or Churchill 
Downs, an outlay of no small propor- 
tions. By getting Douglas Park, there 
will be a steady income from rents cf 
stalls to owners of trotters and pacers 
who wish to use the track for training 
purposes. Furthermore, the Brard Is 
in complete control of the grounds and 
has already gone on record as prohibit- 
ing pool selling or gambling of aay 
kind, and the sale cf spirituous, viuoua 
or malt liquors.

the metropolis of Kentucky. The 
State Board of Agriculture, under 
whose auspices the fair is to be given, 
closed a contract with Captain Knab- 
enshur* several weeks ago, stipulating 
therein that his visit to the Kentucky 
State Fair was to be his only persona] 
appearance in his passenger-carrying 
airship either in Kentucky or in South- 
ern Indiana. 

The big airship will he displayed In 
an aerodrome when not in operation, 
permitting visitors at the fair to make 
a close inspection of it, who will also 
have an opportunity of taking a ride 
through the air with Captain Knaben- 
ahue if they desire. 

Captain Knabenshue is guarding 
very firmly the secret of the mechan- 
ism that enables him to carry passen- 
gers into the air, but he has permitted 
us to give a brief description of his 
marvelous invention. The elongated 
gas bag has a capacity of 20,000 cubic 
feet of hydrogen gas, giving a lifting 
power of 1,800 pounds. # The envelope 
is 120 feet in length and about 35 feet 
in diameter. Two 1 ammoth aero- 
planes, which serve to resist the 
wind pressure and propel the ves- 
sel, are built on either -side. 
Two delicately constructed engines of 
twenty horse power each furn'.3h the 
drawing power, enabling the craft tc 
sail through the unchartered skies at 
a speed of sixty miles per hour. This 
speed Is attained only in a calm, while 
in a moderate wind the velocity is re 
duced to about forty-five miles an hour 
With his new airship, Captain Knaben 
sbue Is able to sail under any weather 
conditions. 

Resembling very closely the modern 
oos^-h o f a street railway, the carryln- 
car is ninety feet long with cushion 
seats provided for the passengers. The 
operator sits at the bow of the vesse’ 
and guides It in its journey. Captain 
Knabenshue has built the propeller an<* 
rudder along entirely different line? 
than heretofore, and the vessel, taken 
as a whole, but faintly resembles thf 
smaller crafts which heretofo.e have 
been shown in this country.
